Scores of antiquarians and others 
Interested In the races that inhabit- 
td the American continent before the 
coming of the white man visited the 
assembly room at the Waldorf-Astoria 
hotel to see the relics recently taken 
from the sacred lake 
of 
Guatavlta, 
near Bogota, Colombia, and brought to 
New York by Mr. Hartley Knowles 
of London, the New York Herald 
re­ 
ports. 
The story of the finding of the rel­ 
ics, which consist of gold ornaments, 
emeralds and pottery, reads like a 
romance. 
Ever since the Spaniards 
conquered the Indian race that in­ 
habited the fertile plateau In Colom­ 
bia efforts have been made to re­ 
cover treasures sunk In the lake each 
year by the Indians as a religious 
rite. 
Spaniards undertook the task, 
but draining the lake was too difficult 
for them. 
Another determined 
at­ 
tem pt 
was 'made 
In 
1823 by Capt. 
Charles Stuart Cochrane, an English­ 
man, but it ended in failure. 
In 1900 
a British corporation was formed, and 
It tunneled the mountains and drained 
the lake. 
It has now begun to mine 
the relics burled deep In the mud. 
Lake Guatavlta Is almost In the cen­ 
ter of the Great Andean plateau that 
was the home of the Chlbch kingdom, 
composed of Indians who lived by ag­ 
riculture and who had a civilized form 
of government. 
One of their cities, 
Usaquen, Is said to have had more 
than a million inhabitants. 
The Chibchan paid homage to two 
gods. 
The sun was 
the beneficent 
deity, and the antithesis of the sun or 
evil spirit they believed was a huge 
serpent, which lived In the center of 
lake Guatavlta and which when an­ 
gered brought storms, drought and all 
the other evils which som etim es af­ 
flict an agricultural population. There­ 
fore, though they hated the serpent, 
they pretended to worship him and 
sought to propitiate 
his 
wrath 
by 
gifts. 
Four temples to the serpent stood 
on the bank of the lake, which 
was 
only a mile across, but 
very 
deep. I 
Once a year a great feast was given 
the serpent devil. 
The chief cere­ 
mony consisted of casting gold or­ 
naments and other precious objects 
Into the center of the lake, where 
the god could get them. 
The exact 
center was found by stretching two 
hide ropes in the form of a cross, from 
the four temples. 
Hafts were then 
propelled toward the center of the 
lake, amid the din of musical Instru­ 
ments and the cheering of the multi­ 
tude. 
One raft was occupied by the 
ruler, whose body was covered with 
gold dust. 
When the precious objects 
were dumped overboard the ruler him­ 
self jumped Into the lake and washed 
off the gold. 
The first Spaniards to visit the coun­ 
try witnessed these ceremonies, and 
the practice gave rise to the Spanish 
legend of El Dorado.

ing. 
Certain wine* named Myndlan, Half- 
carnassian, Rhodian and Coan, w ere 
made with salt water. They were con­ 
sidered not to be Intoxicating, hut 
to promote digestion. 
Two wines, 
Anidian and Adrian, were also medi­ 
cinal. 
Mustum was a term applied 
to w ine newly made, or the fresh Juioe 
of the grape. Protopum waa th* juice 
which runs from the grapes, without 
pressing. 
Mulsum was a m ixture of 
wine and honey. 
Saps was muatum 
bolled down to a third. Defrutum waa 
tnusturn reduced to half and Carenum 
was the same reduced to 
a 
third. 
Passum was a sw eet wine, prepared 
, from grapes that had been dried in 
the sun. 
Passum cretlcum , also 
a 
sweet wine, Is believed to have been 
the same as the wine which our fore- 
fathers called Malmsey, the wine In 
j which the duke of Clarence, brother of 
Edward IV’., elected to be drowned. 
A wine called M urrhlna has a curk 


o h s history. 
The Greeks had a wine 
j of this kind which consisted of pure 
wine perfumed 
with 
odorous 
eub- 
stances. 
The Romans had a wine 
similarly named, which la supposed to 
have been wine mingled with myrrh. 
It was administered to those who 
were about to suffer torture in order 
to intoxicate them, and to rem ove the 
sense of suffering. 
These ancient wine* retained their 
place probably to the end of the Mid­ 
dle Arcs, but there is no reliable evi­ 
dence bearing upon this point 
Very 
slowly the names, rather than 
the 
wines, changed generally.

^ent wines, even those In Ute 
In 
Shakespeare’* time, seem to have been 
Usa charged with alcohol than
